The German and Austrian newspapers 


ate looking with suspicion on certain 
movements of the Russian Government. 
They notioa the eonoentration of troops 
iu certain quarters, the collection of 
army supplies, the prohibition of the 
exportation of horsea; and bearing in 
mind th* fact that there is a dispute be- 
tween Russia and Austria as to the own- 
ership of a certain territory at the 
mouth of the Danube, and that the 
present Czar is, unlike his father, op- 
poaad to the Germanizing of his em- 
pire, they scent battle in all these 
movements. 
Perhaps the wish is fath- 


er to the thought, or it may be that a 
guilty conscience raises the fear that 
they are to be punished, but there seems 
to be no real reason for believing that 
Unssia is plotting war. 


Remembering the troubles through 


•which that country has passed, and 
those which confront her aow, there 
.tore many and grave reasons why she 
•should keep peace with her neighbors. 
Her wars with Turkey must • have satis- 
,6ed her thirst for glory, her flnamces 
-are badly exhausted, while the Nihilists 
are more than sufficient to employ all 
lier military resources. 
They are a 


source of trouble that cannot be put 


* down, for the reason that they are se- 


cret and ubiquitous. 
After a period o! 


quiet, and when it begins to appear thai 
they have abandoned their revolution- 
ary purposes, they spring up at somo 
new point where they are least expect

lair governing the reservation, two reg 
ularly licensed traders of the reservatio: 
should have timely notice to provid 
supplies which will meet the exigencie 
of the case. I will, at all events, re 
quire a military force to keep back th 
traders, shop-keeper.), saloon-keepers 
etc., who have followed the oonstruotio 
party named, if it should be decided tlia 
licensed traders alone shall be allowe 
to do business on the reserve. With

military force I fear no danger of diffi 
oqlty in keeping the whisky traders of
